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Vega resigns from 
child care post

Amid much controversy, Pat 
Vega resigned from her teaching 
position at the Associated 
Students, Inc Child Care Center 
Friday to accept a directorship at 
another children’s center 

“| resigned because | was 
offered the directors position at 
the Labor Farm Camp _ infant 
Center in Davis.” Vega said. “| 
decided to take it because it is a 
better job with much more res- 
ponsibitity 

"tT will be working with 
minorities One of the best things 
about the job 15 that! will be able to 
use my Spanish because | will be 
working with a lot of Spanish 
speaking people Also. it will be a 
new experience, of sorts, because | 
will be working with infants 

Vega and Head Teacher 
Marbella Wands received layoff 
notices in January with no ex 
planation. Less than two weeks 
later, their right to file a grievance 
was denied when the AS! senate 


passed a resolution ‘conditionally 
nullifying layoff notices received 
by the teachers 

Pressurs from the pending staff 
cuts in the 1980 - 81 Child Care 
Center budget, as well as a feeling 
of instability because of the han 
dling of the previous layoffs 
figured in Vega's resignation 

After what happened betore 
the layoffs and the denial of our 
grievance rights, | just do not fee! 
the job is secure. It's been stormy 
all along lve worked 
almost 10 years and during that 
period. we've had three directors 
(at the center) 

‘| don't understand the politics 
of this. On one end they're cutting 
costs through cuts in staff, and on 
the other end they re talking about 
expansion Its so contradictory 
There just isn't any support fron 
the ASI, to insure job stability 

Although Vega's resignation 
was effective Friday, she intends to 
remain involved in the push for 
unionization of ASI employees

Persian Gulf students 
harassed, two arrested

Two Americans, faisely claim- 
ing to be law officers, reportedly 
harassed and intimidated several 
Persian Gulf - born CSUS students 
at a nearby apartment complex 
recently 

A week ago at4 15am A Abdul 
- Aziz, a CSUS student from Saudi 
Arabia, and his roommate were 
awakened by two men claiming to 
be police officers 

“Two men entered the room 
but they claimed that three were 
Outside,” Abdul - Aziz said “So 
they asked us not to fight, not to 
argue with them, because there 
were a jot They were looking for 
somebody maybe, as tney 
claimed They said ‘we are looking 
flor somebody named Ali 

Abdui - Aziz, a graduate student 
i electrical engineering at CSUS 
said the search for “Ali was just 
an excuse to gain entrance to the 


Fulton Avenue apartment, the 
Rancho - Fulton 
When they entered our 


apartment they tried not to look for 
Ali. They opened our drawers and 
suitcases, he added 

Abdul - Aziz called the police 
twice that night, when the incident 
occurred and at6 15am. when he 
saw the same two men in the 
apartment complex again and wat- 
ched them go up to another 
apartment 


The two men, Michael Rober 
son and Burl Boyer, were arrested 
at that time according to Carla 
Hanks, of the Sacramento County 
Sherift's Public information Oftice 
Hanks said the two men were 
charged with impersonating police 
officers

What we'd like is for the peop!e 
here to treat us as we treat 
Americans in our country.” said 
Abdul - Aziz. “We have a iot of 
companies Most of these com- 
panies in Saudi Arabia. in all the 
Gulf area, are American com- 
panies. They (American workers) 
jive with us in our cities 

‘We don't disturb them, we 
dont interfere with them and we 
nave friendships with them,” Abdul 
- Aziz continued “We didn'texpect 
such a thing in a very civilized area 
like this even if we were 
lranian. Suppose that we were 
iranian, is this the way that such 
problems should be solved?

Charles Schulz: Millionaire

His signature has appeared on everything from 
pillow cases to lunch boxes His comic strip has 
been translated into half a dozen languages and is 
read around the world His name is Charles Schulz 
Through the antics of his Peanuts family Charlies 
Schulz has made the world laugh 

At first glance Schulz is not an imposing figure 
With his gray hair. slight frame and wire - rimmed 
glasses, he seems more of a professor, of sorts Yet 
for 30 years he has been creating the Peanuts 
comic strip — the most successful comic strip in car 
tooning history. But just how has this comic strip 
managed to survive the radical changes of the past 
three decades? Perhaps itis because. as Schulz put 
it. “i deai with things more important than present 
day issues 

He operates out of his own studio (1 Snoopy 
Place) in the town of Santa Rosa a growing city ir 
the Sonoma Valley 

| dont have the slightest idea where my talent 
comes from. Although there were people on bott 
sides of my family who could draw, they never reaily 
accomplished anything | dont think | knew | could 
draw better than anyone else until | was in the sixth 
grade 

Although while in high school Schulz had doubts 
about being an artist, after he graduated he began 
mailing cartoons to various Magazines His first 
published iiiustration appeared in Ripley's Believe 
it or Not.” The subject was his pet dog, Spike. who 
consumed razor blades and tacks, and who looked 
remarkably like the now famous Snoopy 

After a three - year stint in World War Il as a light 
machine gun squad returned to 
Minnesota, where he began drawing in earnest 

His first job was filling in the balloons of pre 
drawn comic strip characters for Timeless Topix, a 
Catholic comic magazine 

A short time later, he was hired by Art instructior 
Schools Inc , an institution that guides fledgling ar 
tigts, aS an instructor 

it was a nice place to work. Schulz remembers 
‘L kind of grew up there These were the formative 
years for me, as far as becoming aware of what was 
going on in the world, and developing as a persor 
Developing my own knowledge of life and peopie 
and drawing. Ive always thought that tnis ex 
penence was very valuabie for me 

During this period. the Saturday Evening Post 
bought 15 of his cartoons, although he never was 
able to break into any other magazines at this time 
He had also begun work on a strip titled ‘Li i Folks 
cartoons which he had accumulated. United Feature 
Syndicate liked the idea, and on October 2. 1950. the 
Peanuts comic strip was born 

| wanted to Cail it either Charlie Brown, or Good 
Ole’ Charlie Brown, they were the only titles that i 
thought fit weil But someone on the staff was asked 
to come up with some names and one of them was 
the word Peanuts | thought it was terrible. but when 
youre a young who is tryingt 
get started, you have to do what you re told to. and 
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Finding happiness somewhere, over the rainbow 
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Unicorns, rainbows, magic mountains are the 
stuff that dreams are made of. Or in this case. the 
stuff that Phil Dynan turns into greeting cards 

Last week the bearded, pensive - iooking fellow 
brought a fair - sized selection of his vibrant 
colored creations to the campus craft fair Tucked 
away between the jewelry and pottery booths 
Dynan was managing to attract a goodly number of 
browsers who wouid pick up the cards. look at the 
picture and then turn them over and read the poetry 
on the back 

In the past, his Sacramento - based company 
Starbound Productions, has bought and distributed 
Cards by various artists His work is easily dis- 
tinguishabie from theirs 

Phil's cards are printed on textured brig it white 
paper with fantastic drawings of curious cats, rain- 
bows, birds, stars, suns and whaies Imagine taking 
the brightest felt pens you can find and coloring in 
the scenery and animals with animated hues. and 
you are on your way to envisioning a Phii Dynan 
greeting card creation 

The 31 - year oid card designer, who has been 
popping up at crafts snows on campus for the last 
several semesters, says he has been drawing all of 
his life 

‘When | was in schooi (Western lilinois Univer- 
Sity) | used to doodle in class." One of his professors 
who had asked him to stop doodiing during class 
ume also bought some of his doodilings and then 
asked Phil to color them in for him. The professor 
heiped Phil to organize an art show displaying Phil's 
doodles in the student union 

‘Not being an art student (Dynan majored in 
political science and journalism), | felt like | had to 
explain how these pictures came about soi made up 
a story about each picture. As it happened. the 
weekend that my show went up in the student union 
there was a national convention of music 
departments from all over the United States on cam- 
pus. Well, those people bought absoluteiy everyth- 
ing | had and put in orders for duplicates. It was the 
stories they said that made the cards real personal 
for them. They could like or not like the art work but 
they understood the story,” Phil remembers 


As chance, or luck (which seems to never be too 
far away from Phil) would have it. a local store owner 
happened to see some of his hand - made cards and 
approached him with an offer he couldn't refuse use. 
of a rent - free three bedroom house where he could 
create more cards on a reguiar basis. 

After college, Phil worked ai a succession of 
“conventional” jobs: insurance investigator, bank 
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penences, he has never used anyones personality 
Of appearance as a role model 

My mind is thinking about it all the time he 
relates. ‘not because | have to, but because its

After earning degrees in journalism and political 
science, Phil Dynan tried careers as a reporter and 


investigator, stolen credit card investigator for 
Pinkerton's, newspaper reporter. He wound up liv 
ing in Placerville feeling fed up with investigative 
work 

| began using an air - brush and started sem) 
mass production where | could do a couple hundred 
cards in one hour. Then | went out and did the sales 
work and established a jot of accounts | got a real 
taste for it, bul | also discovered that if | wanted to 
make a real living, it was inevitable that | was going 
to have to have the cards mass printed and get other 
sales people to help me 

So, three years ago. Phil moved to a “sieazy 
apartment on J street. He looks back on those days 
and iaughs. “| got evicted from that apartment for 
not paying my rent | was served eviction papers in 
the middie of my first open - house showing of my 
new card line Ali these people were standing there 
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Charles Schulz, creator of Snoopy, Charlie Brown 
and the Peanuts gang, dislikes the strip title, even 
after 30 years. He says he preferred ‘Charlie Brown 
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as investigators of sorts before settling on a life asa

But Phil wasn't destitute foriong He resurtaced a 
month later, living in the extra bedroom of a triend’s 
apartment (once again, rent-free) His friend, Susan 
Dahiquist, who went on to become a partner and is 
now the southern California sales manager tor Star 
bound Productions, ient him $500 to get restarted in 
the card business 

Phil's tenacity is to be admired. After having tour 
cards printed up at a socal lithographer, Phil took 
them to a San Francisco gift show and represented 
himself as an ongoing business. The ploy worked 
and he was deluged with numerous orders. He got 
another loan from a friend and built up a small line of 
cards that have evolved into Starbound Productions

Phil says they 
are written to evoke an emotion love longing ® 
happiness when read He puts his writings on the 
back of the cara, leaving the inside blank 
The reason | leave the cards biank inside is that 
the people |'m doing my art work for are the kind of 
people that are fairly well - educated They aren't af- 
raid to state their own feelings and they dont need to 
buy a Card thats going to make some sweet non - 
committal expression on their behalf 
One of Phil's newer cards, which shows a figure 
running through a kaleidoscope - colored coun- 
tryside reads

Phil has been running off and on all his life but 
he's been training consistently for the past three 
years and has plans to run across the United States 
in summer, 1981 He says he needs to get away and 
nave more time to create new designs 

| decided how long | could afford to be on the 
road, away from my business and | figured that | 
could take off three - and - a- halfto four months. I'll 
be running about 180 miles a week, 30 miles a de 
fifteen miles i) the early morning and 15 in the later 
afternoon 

He is now in the process of simplifying Starbound 
Productions. He moved his office into his Sac 
ramento home and plans to drop ail of the other ar- 
tists designs save those by Susan Dahiquist and 
himself What Phil really wants to do is get into book 
publishing, where he can publish his own books as 
well as other people's writings. He has written and 
illustrated a fantasy book about a man who is taken 
from earth to another pianet to be studied by giant - 
sized cals 

The book is about how his two pet cats and the 
gnomes that live in his garden at home go about res- 
cuing him. They take a space shuttle to the pla 
and have to pass through various obstacles — sorto 
like the Beaties Yellow Submarine trip — but they 
eventually bring him back to earth.” 

While Phil awaits publication of this book he is 
working on another featuring the same character 

A lot of Phil's mail comes from people who want 
to know how he got where he is. “I'm successful on 
one level in that I'm doing what | like to do. | certainly 
don't have any working capital, How you get 
anywhere is by fixing on a goal and working hard to 
reach it You take the ups and the downs and keep at 
it. There's no way to make a quick million of to get 
your work published You have to keep pve, 
away
